DU'I'iES. 


Vho pointed reminder the court gnve 


the constables with respect to their 
duty to bocomo cognizant of and to 
report infractions of tlie law, particu- 
larly those involving illicit traDlc lu 
liquor, In their bailiwicks, ought to 
have a stimulating effect on this group 
of peace officers. 
Inasmuch, as the 


. admonition carried with It tae *?ery 


plain Intimation (bat action by the 
court will follow Inaction by the con- 
Itables, it should serve to stir these 
officers to greater vigilance and fidel- 
ity, even if they have not alreafty felt 
the urge In that direction from a 
B«nso ot duty and obligation under 
_their oath of office. 


To the court and citizens who are 


familiar with such matters tho stereo- 
typed return of constables which do- 
clare they have ao knowledge of vio- 
lation* of tie law in their bailiwicks, 
baa become almost a Joke " It were 
not, in etfect and In tact, a lamentablo 
commentary on the 
Inefficiency 
of 


these ofltcerii. That this condition has 
prevailed almost from Umo Immemor- 
ial, and has been permitted by the 
tourt to continue, has created in the 
public mind the impression that con- 
stables as a class liave been either in- 
excusably Indifferent or wilfully neg- 
ligent in the discharge of their duties. 


In some Instances the circumstances 


have been such as to give rise to tha 
•nspiclon that it has been to the in- 
terests of the Individual officers to 
remain In apparent Ignorance o£ law- 
breaking within the districts Tvhore 
they are presumed to keep a watchful 
*ye upon all offenders against the 
Mw. To a certain extent, as in all 
other cases whare disobedience and 
disrespect of the law has become the 
rule rather than the exception, public 
•cntlment has had much to do with 
the laxness of officers. But in a stiH 
larger number of cases man who arc 
•looted constables arc in every way 
unfitted for that oOh,c. To their gen- 
eral inefficiency as plain citizens somo 
of them add to their disqualifications 
a* officers that of dishonesty In both 
inotive and conduct. Instances have 
fecen known where constables, work- 
ing in connivance with justices, have 
filched foreigners through, extortion- 
ate or multiplied costs and otherwise 
made these unfortunates to yield a 
xovenuo, Instead of striving as officers 
of probity and good character to see 
that justice Is dealt out with fairness 
and Impartiality to tho humblest or 
tho most Ignorant. 


In practically every section of the 


county the Illicit traffic in liquor has 
o^en carried on with so uoMceablo an 
absence of effort to make informations 
or apprehend offenders, that It is 
commonly alleged 
somo constables 


are virtually, if not actually, in league 
•with the bootleggers to piomoto clis- 
'trlbution and sale Instead ot being 
vigilant and active, to prevent both. 


This state oE affairs has doubtless 


" lead the court to admonish constables 


that they must acquaint themselves 
with the situation In thoir bailiwicks 
and function as real live officers. Kiil- 
ins in this something more thun a 
sharp r»bukc from the bi>nch when 
filing their next quai terly returns may 
be expected to follow. 


It therefore behooves the constables 


Of the county to cease trying to fool 
tho court and the public concerning 
the degree of orderly observance ot 
tlifl law in the communities under 
their ofllcliil purrtov. It will be1 even 
more helpful in tho interests of law 
enforcement for the voters, to give 
somewhat more serious consideration 
to the kind of men hereafter to he 
elected to the ofBco of constable, par- 
ticularly In those communifies where 
it is a matter of common Itnowledgo 
that the present incumbents ar(> fall- 
ing to measure lip to the require- 
ments.
